under which the respective stations are maintained, Any. radio 


station maintained without the authority of the Chinese Government , 


shall be transferred to China, to be operated under the direction 
of the Chinese Ministry of Communications, against compensation 
to owners for the value of the installation; as soon as the Ministry ; 
is prepared to operate the same effectively for the general public 
benefit, Should any question arise regarding the radio stations in 
the leased territories, the South Manchurig railway xone or the 
French concession in Shanghai, they shall be regarded as matters 
for discussion between the Chinese Government and tha govern- 
ments concerned. Owners or managers of all foreign radio stations 
shall confer with the Chinese Ministry of Communications for the 
purpose of seeking a common arrangement to avoid Inter- i 
ference in the use of wave lengths by the wireless stations of 
China, subject to such general arrangement as may be made by the 
International Conference convened for the revision of the rules 
estabtished by the London International Radio and Telegraph Con- 
venation of 1912. .

Leased Territories, : 

Dr. Wellington Koo made a statement as follows: Ata meeting 
of the Committee on Pacific and Far Eastern questions on December 
&, Mr. Hanihara read g statement oatlining the position of Japan 

| with reference t> the leased territories at Kiaochou, Kwahgtung and 

the Peninsula. namely Port Arthur and Dalny. The Chinese deile- 
gation desires to offer a few observations thereament in the hope 
that the positicn of China may he equally well understood. The 
declaration that Japan succeeded Germany in the leasehold of 
Kiaochou under the Treaty of Versailles is obvisusly one unilateral 
in character, to which China not being a party to the Treaty cannot 
be expected to subscribe. Jt is, however, gratifying to note a refer- 
ence to the fact refarred to in the statement that Japan obtained her 
leased territories not directly from China but from other Powers 
at considerable aacrifice in men and treasure, because this-assurance 
appears. ta corSrm the views of the Chinese delegdtiosn that the 
maintenance of foreign leased territories in China jeopardizes the 
peace of the Far East. It will be recalled thut Russia's possession 
at Port Arthur and Dalny and Germany's possession at Kiaochou 
eventually brought abent two wars on Chinese territory and resulted 
in the installation of Japan herself in these leased areas. As 
regards the leased territory of Kwangtung Province its original 
term will expire in 1925, and while Japan obtained an extension 
to ninety-nine yeara in 1915, this was obtained in such circumstances 
that the dispute about its validity remains one of the gravest out- 
standing questions between Chica and Japan. 

Dr. Wellington Koo pointed out that national safety ard 
seturity of economic life vitally d2pended'on the safeguarding of 
Manchuria as an integral portion of the Republic. He declared 
that if the propinquity of Manchuria to Korea justified s claim 
to consideration it could only be equitably appedted to on the condi- 
tion of reciprocity. As regards the statement ‘that America, 
Britain and Franc? had undertaken to safeguard Japanese interests 
in Manchuria, Dr. Wellington Koo was not in a position to express 
an opinion regarding its accuracy’ since China had not been con. 
sulted. In any case such assurance would be irreconcilable with the 
principle adopted by the Conference on November 21, of respect 
for the sovereignty and independence of China. 

Hongkong and Kowloon. 

As to the feased territory of Kowloon much is to. be said for 
the importance of Hongong to the trade of nations and for the way 
wherein its facilities are made accessible to the traders of the 
world; and while there may be nz to provide for the pro 
tection of Hongkong harbour in the i of such trade, the re 
tention of Kowkcn May cot necessarily be the sole solution of this 
problem. . . , 

The Chinese. proposal that China's Tights as a neutral will be 
fully respected in future wars was unanimo sly adopted after 2 
long. statement by Mr. Wang declaring that the subject would not 
have been. presented for distussion except that China's rights in 
the past had been disregarded. notebly in the case of the Russs- 
Japanese war and more recently in tne operations against Tsingtao. 
Mr. Wang pointed out that similar events in future would provide . 
a non-offending belligereny with just cause of complaint not eaiy 
against an offending belligerent put against China. 

Effect of the Irish Settlement. 

The trish settlement overshadows the Conference at Washing- 
ton and moreover is likely to have an appreciable influence indirectly 
on the work of the Conference, especially on those'decisiens which 
have been ratified by the Senate before becoming operable, because 
the Iris question hitherto has been the greatest stumbling-block 
to complate Anglo-American friendship and a good understanding. 

Regarding the direct issues of the Conference the delegates 
are still marking time, pending : the receipt of the Tokio reply. 
While regretted by all, pacticulariy the Americans, who resent the 
idea that the Chinese case is not having a fair deal, the withdrawal 
of the Chinese officials offers no insuperable obstacle to the business 
of the Conference. The drafting vof the quadruple entente is not 
yet completed’ but it ia understood it will be separate from the 
Co. ference decisions, It is expected to embrace the whole mass of” 
existing agreements and Understandings between .Yaridus natigzos 
inserested in the Far East! The reason for China's exclusion there- 
from is explained by the manifest absurdity of asking China to 
contribute to an alliance recognising, for example, her own integrity, 
since the pact is believed to be essentially in the nature of a self- 
denying ordinance among the Powers towards China. The Japanese 
are reported to be developing resistance to the inclusion ef France 
an the ground ' that inclusion of a Power not sefiously interested in 
the Far East weakens the effective value af the compact. ‘ 

Disposal of Property in Kiauchon. 

The Japanese have agreed, subject to the approval of Tokio, to 
return to China all public property.in the Kianehou leasehold, 
including . buildings and public works constructed by China, 
Germany and Japan, during their several occupancies. Ching agrees 
to return to the Japanese a3] monies expended thereon, ,

"A DISQUIETING RUMOUR. 


The rumours that China intends -to withdraw from 
the Washington Conference afford an illustration of the 
different efiect when a.situation is viewed through other 
spectacles. As the discussions have proceeded, symptoms 
_of uneasiness have appeared on the partof Western com- 
munities out here owing to an idea that the plans for 
restoring China’ sovereign rights, particularly in the 
matter of extra-territoriality, were going ahead rather too 
quickly. In the eves of the Chinese, on the other hand, it 
would appear that progress is tardy or the course of events 
unsatisfactory. To such an extent is this view said to 
’ prevail that the aforesaid rumours of a threat to withdraw 
from the Conference have been communicated by Reuter 
and are voiced also bythe correspondent of the Duity 
Chronicle. No official statement to this effect has been issued 
by the Chinese authorities, and’ without more defiaite 
information people will hesitate to believe that China 
intends taking that step. At the same time, with so many 
knotty problems, it is not dificult to understand that @ 
rift may have appeared in the lute. ; 

Rumour first got busy atthe beginning of last week, 
. when we heard that there were Anglo-Chinese differences 
respecting international control. The trouble was ex- 
plained away as arising froma purely informal statement 
- to a Press interviewer. The incident, in fact, bad 
. -juch the appearance of a manufactured crisis, At any 
rate, the Conference went forward. and with increased 
‘momentum, seeing that withina day or two it approved 
the abolition of foreign post-offices, adopted a resolution 
favouring, in principle, the abolition of extra-territoriality, 
and broke a considerable amount of ground in discussion of 
the retrocession of leased territories, beside afirming more 
times than we can remember China's territorial integrity 
for the future—ic., no new leases. This was surely no 
barren result. If.some of the resolutions are phrased ‘ip 
terms that lack a specific quality, the explanation has 
been provided by China’s spokesmen. who aver that they 
do not stipulate for the immediate enforcement of the 
resolutions so long as these lay down the’ principle of 
restoration of Chinese sovereignty when a certain stage of 
internal development has beer attained. 

In these circumstances the auguries could reasonably 
be deemed favourable all round, matters having advan 
‘more smoothly than many had hoped-- Despite this, 
there is a renewal ofthe withdrawal rumours, to which 
some colonr js imparted by the resignation of Dr. Philip 
Tyau, the Secretary-General tothe Chinese delegation, as 
a protest against the hegative results of the Conference.” 
-Dr. Tyau’s expectations must surely have run high that 
he treats the results as purely negative.

Bohemian Composer of the Late 
Nineteenth Century. 

Antonin Dvorak (1841-1904) was 
the greatest Bobemisn composer, 
and one of the greatest, nation- 
alists of the Modern Sckool.

THE BOOKSHELF. 


(By ‘“‘Librarian.”) 
“RLS.” Again. 

About s year ago a Stevenson 
“discovery’ was unearthed by 
somebody in South Africa. Ik 
was pronounced to have tho true 
“RL. SL" ring, which is not sur- 
prising, for after discassion had 
proceeded for a while somebody 
foand the piece in the edition of 
Stevenson's works edited ‘by Mr, 
Lloyd Osbourne. This suggests 
deficiencies on the part of the 
guidnunes, and raises an interest- 
ing question as to just how far 


critics in general have studied 


the works they criticise. 

There is no apparent reason for 
doubting the genuinenss of tho 
Istest Stevensonian volume, just 
published by Chatto and Wiodns 
underthe title of “M. ral Emblems 
and Otber Poems,” with 19 wood. 
cut illustrations by the author. 
They are not important additions 
to Stevenson's work. Nevorthe- 
less, lovers of the author will 
gladly add the volame to thair 
collection. 

In a detightfct “preface Mr. 
Lloyd Osbourne tells the interest- 
ing atory of these verses. When 
he was a little ‘boy of 12, living 
with RL. 3. and his wife at 
Davos, he got an iakling of the 
struggle that confronted bis step- 
father to make ends meet. 

Under the stress of this finan- 
cial urgency he determined to 

‘“go into business,’ and with 
the help of bis printing preas 
be started by printing the pro- 
grammes of the Horel Belvi- 
dere. 

Two francs-fifty was the emolu- 
ment from thissource. It stirred 
his ambition, aod. presently be 
was writing and printing a tiny 
book of ocight pages entitled 
“Black Canyon, or Life in’ the 
Far West.” For tbjs he bad an 
immediate and gratifying sale at 
sixpence & copy. 

It iwas then that Louis’ 
ambition was firéd, and one day, 
with an affected humility that 
was most embarrassing, he 
called at the office and sub 
mitted a manuscript ¢alled “Not 
J, and Other Poems,” which the 
firm of Osbourne and Co. gladly 
accepted on the spot. It was 
an iostantaneous hit, selling out 
an entire edition of 50 copies. 
The embition of publisher and 

author soared still higher. . 

They plasned an illustrated 
book. Louis began to carve pic- 
tures on squares of fretwood, sod 
thus grew “ Moral Emblems,” 

“ More Emblems,” and the other 
Davos Booklets which are: to-day
